the hands of George T. Hammond, who is 
experienced in the business, and who gives 
evidence of skill and ability in his opening 
number.—Journal. 


THE NEWPORT NEWS has changed hands. 


It was once published by Messrs. Cranston 
& Norman—both young men of energy, but 
both having other business, upon which 
they chiefly relied for support. 
Mr. Crans- 


ton was editor, but evidently did not much 
like the work. 
For whole weeks, s(.me 


times, he would write.little or nothing, and 
pay little regard to his selections. 
Once in 


a while, however, he would rub his eyes, 
take off his' coat, roll up his sleeves, and 
"square off."

The Island Cemetery Company. 


Th« following history of the Iifeni Ceme- 


teyonWanier Street, was given to me, by 
tjle Secretary, for another purpose (ianits 
publioition.in the i^Daily News. '; -'As.it is 
important to preserve our history, in. nil 
its items, I send the paper to you. 
It is to 


a very great extent we are indebted for the 
order and beauty of this rural Ccmetry, to 
the indefatigable efforts of Henry H. Cook, 
Esq., who, in connection with Wm. Stevensi 
J"^q., have devoted much time to its general 
interesti.

"On the 18th day of May, 1836, the town 


of Newport bought of the Heirs of Solomon 
Townsend a Lot of Land fronting on "War- 
ner Street, containing about 2 3-4 acres, for 
an addition to the town's burial place, and at 
a towii meeting, held February 15, 1837, a 
Cpmmitte» was appointed consisting of 
Henry Bull, William Freeborne and Thom- 
as Bush to lay out and plat the said lots. — 
Henry Bull on the 8th of January, 1840, 
bought the two first lots that were sold, and 
the place was called the New 
Burying 


Ground, yety little care was taken of it, am 
not much interest felt in it, until the matte 
was taken up in n yery full town mectbij 
held on the 4th day of November, -1844 
when the following persons were 'appointee 
a Committee. 
William Stevens, Michae 


Freeborne, Benjamin Marsh, and Henry H 
Cook, to fence and ornament it with Tree: 
Shrubbery, &c. 
It continued in charge o 


this Committee until December 21st, 1847 
when all the lots having been sold to-Indi 
viduals, the town transferred it to the pro- 
prietors, or Lot owners for the purpose oi 
obtaining an Act of Incoqioration from the 
General Assembly, which was granted at 
then' January Session 1848, under the name 
of The ISLAND CEMETKY COMPANY, 
and on the first meeting of the proprietors 
after the adoption of their Charter, Februa- 
ry loth, 1848, the following named persons 
were unanimously elected Trustees : — Da- 
vid King, William Stevens, Henry Y. Crans- 
ton, Henry Bull, Joseph Weaver, Benjamin 
Marsh and Henry H. Cook and at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees, David King, 
was elected President, and Henry H. Cook, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 
This board oi 


Trustees and officers remained until the 
death of Joseph Weaver, when, on the .1st of 
November, 1856, David J. Gould was elect- 
ed a Trustee to fill the place of Joseph Wea- 
ver, deceased. 
The Election of Mr. Gould 


is the only change which has occurred in the 
Board or its Officers up to the present time. 


On the 4th day of April, 1850, the Trus- 


tees purchased of Elijah Sherman about one 
acre of Land, north of their ground and add- 
ed it to the Cemetery, and on the 25th o 
September, 1855 they made another pur- 
chase of Mr. Sherman adding about one am 
a half acres more to the Cemetery. 
Thi 


grounds now contains about" 5 1-4 acres.. — 
The Corporation possesses a fiind' to keep 
the ground in order, the number of lots now 
in the Island Cemetery is about 475."

VARIETY OF GRASSES. 


Mr. flint, ill his report, has given pile 


of the most valuable essays ever pririt'ed, 
descriptive of the grasses of New England, 
enumerating 127 
cultivated kinds; and 


giving cuts of many of thein, with thcif'Cojn- 
mon and botanical name. He also describes 
many of tho swamp or sedge grasses and 
wild plants common to that locality. 


He also gives the relative value of grasses 


for feeding cattle. It is, as he eayf, import- 
ant to learn the comparative value of each 
species thought to be worth cultivating. The 
nutritive value of the lood of an animal de- 
pends chiefly upon the proportion of nitro- 
genous subtivuces it contains. 
If an animal 


requires an ounce of nitrogen, if he can obtain 
it by eating one pound of hav instead of 
two, that kind is best that yield the most 
nitrogen. It is an easy matter to furnish an 
animal a sufficient va'ntity of woody fiber 
A feed of all fatty matters, such as oil cake 
gives fat, but does not make muscle and give, 
strength. l''or instance: the 
fat-forming 


principle ot timothy is more than twice as 
rich as clover, and it also surpasses clover 
in heat-producing principals, 
'i imothy con- 


tains the greatest per. centage of wood) 
fiber, and less water than clover. Still, both 
are very valuable. It is only to know when 
and where to use both.
